Constitution 


ARTICLE  L 

Section  1.  This  organizatioii  shall  be 
known  and  designated  as  National  As- 
sociation of  Industrial  Accident  Boards 
and  Commissions. 

Section  2.  Any  state,  through  its 
Board  or  Commission  charged  with  the 
administration  of  Workmoi's  Compen* 
sation  in  such  state,  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership. 

Section  3.  Any  organisation  engaged 

in  social  or  political  welfare  work  and 
maintaining  as  a  part  of  its  functions  a 
committee  w  committees  for  the  study 
of  the  progress  and  administration  of 
workmen's  compensation  laws  may  be 
admitted  to  membership  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  privileges  of  Board  or  Com- 
mission mendbarship. 


Sectian  4.  Persons  who  have  solved 
OA  commissions  or  boards  authorized 

by  legislatures  and  appointed  by  the 
governor  for  the  purpose  of  formulating 
eompensation  laws  may  be  admitted  to 
honorary  membership  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  executive  committee. 
Honorary  members  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  privileges  of  active  membership 
except  the  right  to  vote,  and  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  all  fees 
and  dues. 

ARTICLE  Ii; 
Section  1.  The  objects  and  purposes 
of  this  Association  shall  be  to  bring  into 
closer  relation  with  one  another  the 
variotM  boards  and  commissions  admin* 
istering  compensation  laws  in  the  United 
States  and  to  effect,  so  far  as  possible, 
un^rmity  in  l^islation  and  adminis- 
tration Ot  such  laws  and  to  encourage 
and  give  effect  to  all  measures  looking 
toward  the  prevention  of  accidents  and 
the  safeguarding  of  plants  and  machin- 
ery, 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  Secretary,  with  the  usual 
powers  and  duties  of  such  officers. 
They  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  the  association  and 
shall  hold  office  im  <me  year  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected.  Any  such 
officer  shall  be  eUgible  to  re-election. 


Section  2.  There  shall  be  an  execu- 
tive committee  to  consiirt  of  the  Presi- 
dent. Vice-President  and  Secretary. 

Section  3.  The  executive  committee 
shall  fill  all  offices  which  may  become 

vacant  between  meetings  of  the  Assoeia* 
tion. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Section  1.  At  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  the  majority  vote  of  the 
members  present  shall  govern.  In  case 
of  a  tie  vote  that  of  the  pressing  officer 
shall  be  decisive. 


By-Laws

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  An  annual  meeting  of  this 

Association  shall  be  held  each  year  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Association  on  referendum 
vote,  and  at  such  meeting  officers  lor 

the  ensuing  year  shall  be  elected. 

Section  2.  At  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  each  voting  member  shall 

be  entitled  to  one  vote,  but  may  be  re- 
presented by  two  or  more  delegates  who 
are  credited  as  such  representatives. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.  Application  for  member- 
ship in  the  Association  shall  be  made 


in  writing  by  the  cliairman  or  secretary 
of  the  Board  or  Commission  or  Associa- 
tion applying,  and  sludl  be  referred  to 
tlie  executive  oommittee  for  action. 
Application  for  membership  may  be 
approved  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association,  or  between  annual  meet- 
ings, by  tlie  executive  conmiittee. 

Section  2.  Each  state  admitted  after 
the  adoption  of  these  by-laws  shall  be 
charged  an  entrance  fee  of  Twenty^Pive 
($25)  Dollars  upon  becoming  a  member 
of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  Necessary  expenses  incur- 
red shall  be  paid  pro  rata  by  the  mem- 
bership upon  authorization  of  such  ex- 
penses by  the  executive  committee* 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  executive  committee 
shall  exercise  all  necessary  powers  to 
promote  the  purposes  of  the  Association 
and  to  that  end  shall  consider  all 
measures  proposed  for  the  common 
welfare  and  endeavor  to  assure  the  ad- 
option by  members  of  the  Association 
of  all  such  measures  as  shall  in  its 
judgment  be  valuable  and  practicable. 
The  executive  committee  shall  also  en- 
deavor to  procure  co-opwation  in  any 
otho*  matters  promotive  of  sound  legis- 
lation and  administration. 


Statistics  aiui  Compe^^ 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Association 
was  held  at  LaSalle  Hotel,  Chicago. 
Illinois,  January  12.  1915,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  formulating  and  adopting  a  uni- 
form sjTStem  to  be  put  into  operation  in 
the  various  states  having  workmen's 
compensation  laws,  for  collecting  and 
compiling  statistics  to  form  a  proper 
basis  for  d^a*mining  the  cost  of  com- 
pensation for  various  industries.  The 
intention  in  this  movement  is  to  estab- 
lish a  simple  and  uniform  sjrstem  of 
classification  and  compilation,  by  which 
the  wide  field  of  experience  of  all  of  the 
compensation  states  can  be  correlated 
and  compared,  the  ultimate  purpose 
being  to  bring  the  rates  of  cost  of  com* 
pensation  to  actual  experience,  with  a 
view  of  reaching  a  basis  that  will  l>e 
equiti^le  as  between  the  states  and 
between  the  various  industries. 

The  full  proceedings  of  the  Chicago 
meeting  have  been  published  in  pam- 
phlet form  by  the  Association  and 
copies  will  be  furnished  on  application 
of  members  and  others  interested. 

The  detail  work  to  be  done  in  the 
matter  of  Compensation  Cost  and  Sta- 
tistics was  referred  to  the  following  com- 
mittees appointed  at  the  meeting,  such 
committee  to  submit  a  report  of  their 
work  and  recommendations  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Association  to  be 
held  in  Seattle.  Washington,  on  Sept- 
ember 30.  1915.
